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| could never hear thatthey had either 
crolſebarr ſhot or langerell. Nay there ſtill 
were other ſymptoms cnicebling ſore our 
Foting Body, the Viures, the Belly Tim- 
ber being likewile ſo notorious, that our 
Newland Fiſh was become ruſtic, much 
of our Beere lo neceſſarily ſtaved tor ſtin- 
king,that ſome were as ſoone pat to Beve- 
rage as to Sea, the Husbands of the 
Fleet being much imprecated for it, and 
the Souldiers often upbraiding their Gene- 
rallisfimo for Sr. Zames Beverage ; our 
Cheeſe was ſuch, that, though amongſt 
Souldiers and Sea Stomacks, it is not yet 
diſgeſted ; much of the Bucter might have 
been miſtaken for Caſtle Sope, and ere it 
came at the mouth gave the ſtomac enough 
at the Noſe; but our vitualler being thus 
ſhroudly mired, and plunging now as

gether, bur here Sr. Thomas Love (held a 
Leviathan for Marine abilities) hal'd us 
vvith a countermaund, injoyning vvce 
ſhould caſt Anchor ; ro diſcourſe the birth 
of vyhich prodigious Remora, vve had 
but one heat to take, neither could it 
laſt long, and all our lrons muſt be in the 
fre together. Concerning the Ships and 
Galleyes, there might bee noyv much haſt, 
yer econeds as good ſpeed, it they could 
ſaile over land, vvell and good they

might take their courſe, otherwiſe they 
were locked up cloſe at Port-Royall, and 
our oyvne ſure enough. My Lord Mar- 
ſha a cording to this happy beginning 
might now rather fix upon ſome Land 
Service, and Improve himlelfe by Ma- 
ſtering the Iland and Cicy, which were in- 
deed lo full of diffidence, as by a ſodaine 
eagavement mizhe be forced ro delpaire, 
and this agaiie would humbie both at his 
Devotion: theſe diſcourles (I lay ) might 
pernaps beget this Procraſtination, and 


.our being here ſo jaded with an after 


Game; for when the fourth day follow- 
ing, Sr. Thomas intended their immedi- 
ate ſcilure, advancing up to tow them 
out, and after himin Triumph, then ar- 
row Channell was become {o mich ob- 
ſtruted with Bottomes purpolely lunck 
in it, that what he could bring back was 
bur a generall Impuration, +of either pal- 
pable Negligence, or Ignorance. Not to 
dwell upon theſe meerly Water-Works, 
but now procced to what was mixt, and 
partly at Land; five of our Hollanders 

vvere 
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were this night imployed in the batterie 
of Pointall, a ſtrong Obvious Fort vvich 
eight Brafſe Pieces, halte Cannon and 
Culverin, beating tightly, aad point blank 
upon the Channel| : and thele vvere like- 
vvile ſeconded the next morning by as 
many Colliars to as litcle purpole ; vvell 
mightthey Bark and Bellovy furioully,bur 
it vas vvithour biting;nay vvhen our ovvn 
Squadron next, and the reſt of the Fleet 
ſuccelsively Vomired their urmolt Thun- 
der, yet ſtood Pointa!! immoveable, and 
whether it vvere the toughneſle of the 
Pile,or that our Ship Batteries have a more 
fluid,a more yielding Center, vvhich vvith 
an indiſpoſicion:a [pilsicude of the mediate 
Aire, might dull and vveaken Execution, 
or ſome other Ociginall to be diſcuſſed a- 
mong the curious Criticks, Poyntall vvas 
directly ſhot-free, vve vvere bur philliping 
a Rocke of Marble; yet having at length 
- vvth our much prejudice Diſmounted 
their Ordinance, even at the heavy loſle 
of Sr. Jobn *Bruſe, Mr. George Raymon4 
Captaine of the Great Saphire, lome Soul-

diers in our ovvn Ship, as alſo diverſe 0- 
thers, and the deare Rate of above four 
Thouland great ſhot, vve novv this 23 
being the Lords Day, vvent ſtill more 
metteldly ro vyorke.

ſball had been formerly taught by his old 


* Martiall Maſter, that ro hight ſuch paſki- 
onate Ambitious Papalins, doch rather 
Damaske then Dishonour , vvee vvere 
novv | ſay more Aftingly fred, Sr. Jobs 
"Burroughs and his Regiment being Im- 
ploy'd on ſhoreto take it by Scalado. The 
Weather vvas novv F aire and Calme, and 
our Navie Rode about Pointal in a neer sc- 
micircle,circumſtances admitting ſuch in- 
relligence, and infixing vvith ſo much im- 

i that methinks I ſtill ſee hovy 
ſuch of eur Long Boates as had Evaded 


| the Tempeſtuous Bay of *Biſcay, vvere 


novv plying amaine toyvards the Farall 
Fort : and vyhat Pity vvas it, that Men of 
ſuch height, and daringnes, ſhould ſo oe: 
cipitately run upon their Ruine : vvhen 
not the Celebrated old-Roman Braverie, 
but vvould here have been interpoſing 
either 
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cither with their *Panoſaids, or other like 
Defenſatives. Methinks I ftill ſce how 
Mr. *©Bromingham the Dukes Captaine, 


who had the point and was to ſteele it, . 


how and with what Gallantrie he ſtood 
in the prow of his Boate, couragioully 
Waveing his Sword about his. Head; 
nor this only, when Faireand further off, 
while all was whiſt and ſtill, neither 
Man nor Muſquerade ſtirring , but in the 
lame threatning polture Engaged home 
amongſt their thickeſt Volleys,even when 
the Fort like a many headed Hydra, 
plied him with ſuch a ſtorme of hil- 
ling Lead, as what Maſlsie Pillar bur 
muſt needs ſuffer under it; and though 
he fell at length like a Glorious Starr, 
and was {eemingly* extinguiſhed, yer 
will his height and Gallantrie never be 
forgotten. Concerning thoſe Engaged 
with him in the ſame Bottome , one 
alone of them (to prevent the Harque- 
buſe of his Active diſtance) could nim- 
bly ſpring under the Caſtle Wall where 
it had lefle (play, yer there likewiſe in 

ſtead 
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ſtead of {helier mer with his (laugh- 
ter, the reſt were in their mettle ſo mel- 
ted down with Death and many Wounds, 
that we could (till (ce the Boat, like an 
empty ſhell, beating upon the farall ſtrand, 
but nota wan ſtirring ; which being well 
obſcryed by Sr John Burroughes, and how 
unhappilie ſpault the point had been 
through an over-heate, he cautiouſly de- 
clining to the left hand, Landed there the 
reſt without diſturbance, and with ſuch ap- 
probation,that we of my Lords Regiment 
prelently hudled after; ſo piecing with 
him, and conſequently ſtreightning the 
belieged, that though they were ſecurely 
Walled, even Eleven paces thick, and 
with the tougheſt Stone, yet a Treaty in- 
ſtantly ſucceded, and then againe as ſo- 
daine a ſurrender, whereby wetooke up 
our Lodging this Night at the Signe of the 
Starr; fuller both of quiet and confidence. 
The next day beingall Landed,our Defigne 
was farr higher, neither would we now 
goc leſſethen very (ales it ſelſe, ro which 
we muſt advance upon a ſurface of un- 


cven

evenand broken ground, even of many 
liccle hils and holes, and fo prefuppoling 
danger, that a Forlorne of ſome (mall 
diſſever'd parties was imployed firſt co dif- 
cover it, our maine Grofle ſtill following 
by degrees ; by which circuit of Action, as 
ſome of our Enemies muſt needs be fur. 
ther recolleed, other-lome were ſtill eya- 
ding by us, and as it were from between 
our teeth into the Continent ; till at lengeh 
aReformado of my own Company atfe- 
Rionately byting at ſuch a bait, ſo ten- 
dered it likewiſe to ſome commanded 
men next the Paſſage, that they quir their 
poſt, charging home inhope of booty : the 
cautious manage whereof had doubtleſſe 
found reſponſible ſatisfation, bur as they 
fell up entire in a wedge, part of the Calixz. 
ans fled back to the City, others'made as 
unrecoverably along the Paſle,ſo thattheir 
purchaſe was only ſome few trifling 
pieces caſually fallen from the run-awaies, 
however, thus was the City more expe- 
ditely ſurrounded in order to the further 
threats of War ; but alas, we were now at 
E the 
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the full of our proſecution, ſo waining 
alwaics after, and far from any nearera 
proaches, that leaving the two Collonds 
Burroughs and Bruce to make head before 
the Towne, we were inamediately faces 
about, and marching up the Paſs former 
ly ſpecified, perhaps to ſeize the Bridge of 
Swaco, which joynes it upwardly with the 
Continent, perhaps to refreſh our Troopes 
accommodated lo very ly, that 
Eighty men, my land allowance was bur 
Eightlittle Cheeſes, and ſome fevy Biskets: 
To proceed, great was the perill, thepreju- 
dice that followed it, for having marched 
like Knights arranc till cowards Eveni 
upon the wp fandy ſtony Cauſey , we 
came at length to the houſe of Bacchus, 
there taking up our quarters; and who 
ſhall conſider the plenty ofexcellent wines, 
then and there ſtowed in Magazin, or the 
ſwiniſh or difordinate abuſe of them, will 
own this expreſsion to be proper enough ; 
for mine own particular, as not knowing 
vvhat danger might be lurking under fuch 
a precious baite I referred my thirſ tothe 
fatisfaRti- 
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ſatisfation of ſuch Oranges and Lemons 
as the neighbour trees imparted , but for 
many of the common fort, ſo palpable vyas 
* their exceſle, ſo vvildly hooted out in ob- 
erous clamours, firings and” like 
vyhimſicall diftempers, as Grin up all the 
Rules of Diſcipline before ir, ſeizing our 
Commanders vvith extraordinary amaze. 
ment ; neither vvas there other addrefle 
novy left us but immediately ro heaven, 
vhich my Lord Marſhall like atrue Chri- 
ſtian Souldier as preſently put in praQtice, 
by giving out God bleſſe us for the Word, 
And what ſhall I further ſay, but thatthis 
tyght and little prayer did by an often repe- 
tition,and going continually the round, ſo 
ſtrangely ſtickle for us,as puzzel'd both the 
counſell and courage of our enemies, 
yvhereas had they found to time it, and 
but given usnovy a Cammiſado, vve muſt 
needs have run a very deſperate Fortune. 
This tedious night of [roy pour danger bc- 
ing at length vvethered out, vve vvero 
nov to retreat againe, little dreaming of 
any reckoning to bepaid for our drunken 
E 3 celuge 
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luge:till we found a body of Spaniſhhorſe 

attending upon our Reare, andexaQtin 

it with ucmoſt cruelty, by the ſlaughter of 
ſuch as were left behind, either ff and 
ſupidly ſurfer-ſeized, or elſe ſtarted afide 
and improvidently raking up and down 
for plunder : neither did this outragious 
Cayalrie thus give over, bur ſtill purſued 
us,though cautiouſlie,and at ſuch adiſtance 
as they might either take or leave at plea- 
ſure; till being jealous of ſuch a neare ma- 
levolenc oblerver, and at length haulting 
upon a neck of land, one way narrowed 
in by ſome comberous ſalt-pans, and bro- 
ken marſh grounds, on the other fide by 
the ſea, and a malsic ſteeple-like-building 
of ſeverall ſtories, we here laid a party of 
Muſquetceres in Ambulcado, ſeeking thus 
againe to repay theſe bloudy Butchers in 
their ewne coine: thetrap was now | ſay 
ficly laid, we {till recreating as before, and 
ourenemies likewiſe inliſted, ſecurely jog- 
ging oa through the narrow neck till very 
neere a coſtly ſulphurous entertainement; 
when upon a Souldiers carclefſe blowing 


his 
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his match aloft within the Tower, they 
ſprung with much affright back againe, 

recipitately ſpurring away for ſafety, and 

y a ſudden husbanding this nicke of time, 
evaded to report howgreatly little ſcruples, 
when irregular and going Aaſe may dilap- 
point mighty projects; howſoever, though 
we thus failed in the maine, yet befell ic 
hence upon the by, that we could now re- 
turne free from any captious ſuperviſors, 
-and quarter againe with our reſerve before 
the Towne. The next day (our former Bri- 
gade being left at che point to anſwer all 
Alarmes) an arrant we had up the Paſle 
- againe; the purport of itto ſeize a diſcove- 
ry of Long-boats for our better accom- 
modation when homeward bound, for 
now the Souldiers began generally to 
hicch and hummer after their return,look- 
ing ſo often and affectionately rowards the 
Fleet, that in our march back we could 
evidently (ce7.Gallies of S. Mary- Port,now 
engaging with that good Ship of che Kings 
the S. 41drew, the weather was faireand 
calme, the Royall Veſlell all alone, and 
E. 3 "theſe 
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theſe creeping out like ſnakes in ſunſhine 
thus propounded to her in a ſtorme of ball 
and powder, to which our honourable 
Countryman Sr Fobn Watts ( Commander 
there inchiefe) made likewiſe a ſcaſonable 
replication; for though his oppoſites fell up 
toandagain,with noiſe enough vapouring 
out their Ammunition, even when aloofe 
off and to little purpoſe;this old and valiant 
Seaman, nothing moved with the chaffe of 
their vaine-glory, continued ſtill in falence, 
his quu was notyet come, but having in 
the meane time travers'd all his peeces of 
furtheſt randome conveniently,and by this 
remiſſencſe whetred their Spaniſh arro- 
gance into danger, he then powred info 
ſowre a broad {ide upontheir bravery,that 
——__— (perhapstoo much)for 
market was donealready;and they ſudden- 
ly pack'd up and home again, with as cold 
a welcome doubtlefle as our owne was 
likewiſe empty at our returne beforethe 
Towne : for the belly began here to bark 
ſoloud for ſuſtenance, and ſo with more 
noiſe, becauſe the neare ſtorchouſe of our 


ſhipping 
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vve refer our ſelves, here 
did vve mediate vvith the ſighs of our 
Souldiers for reliefe;but this meeting vvith 
adeafecare, and ſucceeding not, our laſt 
refuge vvas either patience, or tovaluepre- 
poſterous and unnaturall for very vvel- 
comeand ſavory meat; my ovyn pa- 
ny being likevviſe ſo cleare in the point, 
that a ſupper of Afinegoes fleſh yvrought 
' their extraordinary contentation, with a 
nights reſt ſo free from eicher invvard di- 
s, or any outyvard fallies, as better 
enabled us for our any the _ _ 
ing. That I may decipher vvhich kn 
«44 it vvas Cakrr'd neceſlarilic Gs 
my Lord of Eſſex, Sir Henry Poore Vil- 
count Valentia, and Sir Edward Harwood ; 
the firſt of theſe yvas in his verie name 
here ſo formidable,that Hercules pillars fell 
at his arrivall into a ſhaking ague, andburt 
for Sir Thomas Loves unhappic interpoſe, he 
had no doubt out of the ſhipping alone re- 
turn'd a conſiderable vitorie ; the ſecond 
hamor'd out his honour in the ſad com- 
buſtions 
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buſtions of Ireland, having his former va- 
lour there, written ſtill and ſignally upon 
his forehead, in the midſt whereof the full 
impreſsion of a rigorous bullet was ſo 
deepely infix'd, as it Mars had purpoſely 
done itto (er him fairer off, and never has 
any war ( I except, none whatſoever) af-: 
forded amore remakeable, a more glori-: 
ous badge of honour, Concerning Sir Fd: 
ward Harwood, | dare report him/(\eyen up- 
on. many. yeares oblervation-) _ 
ſweetly temper'd, and without noiſc in the 
houſe, yetlo high and aGtive in the field, fo 
far beyond onr outfide practice, and [tudi- 
edeycn inthe very learned points;and my- 
ſterics of his Ring: that if perhaps he 
might have lome equals, yet none of his 
contemporaries out-did him: and to ſpeak 
much in little, this was the man whom 
that paragon of parts. John late Lord Har- 
rington lele&cd trom a world of others to 
be his boſome friend, and he likewiſe that 
having now the recre of all reeres, and 
diſpoling his ſhot in looſe andlictle parties 
among the broken hils and blinds, didin 


this 
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this poſture detaine the enemy till our main 
Groſle was moſtly ſhip'd againe; butafter 
a long diſpute, being now dangeroully 
engaged, and much over-powred; ſome 
freſh commanded men from the bodies of 
our reſerve, not only fought the prevailing 
Enemie into ballance again, bur ſoon after 
from his late gotten ground; andthough 
the command wasto retreat, yet our new 
ſupplies ſtil] dapperlie followed and fired 
upon them, till their Bandeliers coming 
at length to be recruited, here the day be- 
gan to change upon us, andour raw en- 
gagers with their light matches, ſo ſudden- 
ly,and in ſeverall places blew up our pow- 
der, that at the Huff our Oppolites appre- 
hendingir,were newly whetted into edge, 
and fell on againe as bitterlieasever, now 
was the generall cry throughout the field 
powder, powder; in the Fort ( where like- 
wiſe my Lord Marſball, and ſome other 
Commanders were obſerving us) retreat 
retreat with Orders accordingly, and that 
the bringers up of our Reare ſhould imme- 
diately follow our main Body already ſhi 
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ped ; which conſidering the preſent feare, 
was with ſpurs and wings fo very paſsi- 
onately fulhlled, that being to paſſe my 
Pikes and Collours firſt aboard, as fraight 
enough for our little Ship-boat, yer did my 
Muſquetteers ſo precipitatelic huddle in 

ſurcharging and keeping ir aground, that 
was compelPd (wading thelea) to trim it 
apaine with my Musketreſt. Neither was 
it otherwiſe (as before is hinted) with our 
Souldiers at the point, and now engaged, 
for what with the ſcarcity of powder,and 
then the Calizians brisk and ſ:cond charye, 
had not our Officers, with their rough 
browes and ſwords, conjur'd this pang of 
feare intoa ſenſe of honour, their heeles had 
poſsibly been much more nimble than 


their hands; a diſaſter ſo ſtiflie aimed by 


' the purſuers, that through the broken 


ground they ſtil] bear all along upon our 
Reare: and about this time vvas it that for 
intelligence at the firſt hand, l now left m 
Muskettcers haling themſelves aboud 
that I might help wheele up one of our 
Drake ateare, to ſome aready atthe _ 
where 
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where | found our enemies fo riſen high 
in creſt, that they were now advancing 
out of covert after us into an open Levell 
neare the ſea-f1de; but then againe began 
our lictle Guns to play with ſo much tet- 
rour and inculsion, fo fatally ſpattering in 
upon their violence, chat they as ſuddenlic 
relented,and ſhrunke back, locking them- 
ſelves up againe in covert; and thus after a 
palsionate diſpute of neare foure houres, 
we wrought ourtthe convenience (though 
with ſome lofle,) ro quit Pointal, and ſhip 
our lelyes againe in ſafety : for now was 
all our hope among the briny Billowes all 
our confidence in Neptunes Kingdome, a 
wild and open champion l confteſſe, yet 
where the ſeyerall roades were full of 
pretious ware and ſumptuons plunder; by 
theſe did Cortex hererofore tranſport his 
golden handmill of z 400 * caſtelanes; his + a catelane 
famous golden Colverin, & infinite other giyhung « 
ereaſore; by theſe came the vaſt eaſt Indie ""4ran | 
cara&t of 1600000 ducares taken by our Ducm. 
Leveſon and Monjon ; I, herethe wealth, 
here che rarieties of the World are continu. 
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ally tranſtent:a motive ſo conſ1derable,that 
though ſome would rather urge for the ta- 
king of Dunſhaul a rich city in the Madera 
Jland, yet our admirall and the Major 
voice declining it, our orders were rather 
tro ſtandofftto Sea amongſt theſe conſide- 
rable paſſes ; and in the height of chir- 
ty ſix and thirty ſeven the halfe, to 
bid on ſtill for an honourable welcome 
home, fortune would perhaps be brought 
about with importunitic, either mini- 
ſtring to us of the plate Fleet, or ſome ſuch 
after-game from the ſpiceries, as with re- 
markable ſtakes might draw likewiſe an 
extraordinary reputation , or ifthe winds 
{ſhould againe ſpit their winter venome, 
tyrannouſly chaſing us as before, Budgrave 
inthe Streights was appointed us Souther- 
lie to rally in»Northerly the Ifles of Bayon. 
Nay, we had other ſtormes here alſo to 
weather out, a dangerous gut, a perſonall 
claſh,rifing atthistime berween Viſcount 
Palentia, and my Lord de la Ware Vice-Ad- 
mirall to the Head-Squadron , whoſe 
command being transferr'd upon the for- 


mer, 
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mer, and my Lord not digeſting it, there 
enſued a peremptorie competition of two 
red fore-rops borne out, and pretending 
to the ſame place of honour tor (everall 
daies together ; till at length a temper be- 
ing found, andthe Viſcount made Admi- 
rall to the ſaid Squadron, with my Lord 
in his remitter, and: continuing as before , 
we bore up unanimouſly to the heights 
premiſed, there beating to and againe for 

urchaſe, and to ſnap ſome of the Spa- 
niſh golden lugots. Neither was the Scene 
unhcly laid, ſince Oftober the 31. we had 
three of their Ships in chaſe , and with 
ſuch a neere capacitie, ( as ſome will re- 
port) that had one of our Captaines kept 
his Luffe, when he bore roome and gave 
over, chey. happilie might have defraied all 
our charges : but to chew this alittle, and 


diſtinguiſh whether it may be ſafely ſwal- 


lowed ; let me here vouch the Ship in ' 


which my own Companie was mounted, 
one (© yare of (aile above others, that my 
Lord Admirall had formerly owa'd, and 


imploy'd it as his Page; yet was our con- | 
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dition now ſo {ad aad ſober, that though 
the being in chaſe often ſtarted me from 
my Cabine 'twas all in vaine, we never 
could engage; many a faire courſe we 
had, where there was neither buſh nor 
brier for the game to Tapiſh in, bur till 
loſt ground till we were art laſt run out 
of ſight; an inſtance fo roundly pointing 
out our indiſpoſition, that doubtleſſe he 
chat runs may likewiſe read it, and which 
muſt needs alſo ſcatter the cloud of 
prejudice injuriouſſie gathering over 
Captaine Osborye. Nay ſo now be- 
gan our Navy to groane under ſeverall 
diſabilities, that the Rainbow, and ſome 
other of our Shipping, werethe eighth of 
this Norvember diſmiſſed againe for Eng- 
land, we which were ſtill behind (though 
likewiſe in our declination ) perſevering 
as before ; neither could the jolring wa- 
try wildernefle yer awake us from our ſoft 
and filver dreames,the plate fleet was now 
indeed our ultimate errand, our immedi- 
ate maſterpiece ; bur without any picce of 
Plate finger'd, fave one of inferionr —_ 
an 
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and this at the drunken quarter beyond 
(ales. Inconcluſion, having forten daics 
after been vainely tacking to and fro, and 
with much paine and patience hitherto 
weathered out the wrathfull Winter, our 
wants and weakneſſes novv at length be- 
came importunate, and at a Councell 
aboord the Admirall, both moved for an 
immediate returne, and joyfully carried 
it ; yet as the ſowre ſauce to this ſvyeet 
refection, ſo were we hurried back in the 
ſtreſle of a mighty working ſea, and even 
with ſuch a wicneſle, that part of our 
Fleet was beaten in at *Baſtable, part a 
*Driſtoll, (ome into Sylly, our Engliſh Scyl- 
laand (barybdis in reſpect of the Biſhop 
and his Chaplaines ; into Falmoutb, Ply- 
mouth, and Dartmouth ſome, the waves 
like wild horſes had thus torne aſander 
and ſcattered the limbes of our Armado; 
that mighty bulke of our predominant 
Anne-royall was yettoſt and tumbled into 
Ireland; Then concerning our Vice-Ad- 
mirall the Swifiſure, ſhe ſpent her fore-ſaile 
in the Tempetlt, ſplit her Tillar, hy”

The Conſtast 
Reformation, in which my Lord of Yalen-
